The  volume  of  trading  for  the  first  three  months  of  1933  Yv'as  unusually 
snail  but  it  increased  in  April  to  over  three  times  the  average  for  the  pre- 
vious three  months.    The  increase  continued  until  in  Jul 3^  it  reached  nearly 
four  times  this  previous  aver-  ge  and  then  a  decrease  began  in  September, 
There  v^as  a  pick\ip  in  the  trade  during  October  arid  Novem.ber,  but  it  again  fell 
off  in  December, 

During  the  latter  pi-^rt  of  the  year  comznission  houses  complained  about 
the  lack  of  trade,    Hov/over,  a  compj^rison  of  the  average  monthly  volume  of 
trading  beginning  with  1921  reveals  that  this  volume  for  1933  showed  a  very 
materi.'il  increase  over  the  tro  previous  years.    Notwithstanding  the  curtail- 
ment of  tr-ding  d.e-ys  due  to  tho  bank  moratorium  and  to  closing  upon  order  of 
the  Directors,  the  average  volume  of  trading  for  1933  on  the  Chicago  Board  of 
Trade  was  97.75  per  cent  of  the  evorage  volume  for  the  previous  ten  jeers. 

If  the  Board  of  Trade  had  been  open  for  regular  tr.:ding  during  this 
time  and  had  the  volume  on  these  twelve  days  been  equal  to  the  PiVerage  for 
the  month,  it  would  have  brought  the  total  volum.e  for  the  y ar  up  to  appro- 
ximately 16,147,274  and  the  average  monthly  volume  to  1,345,606. 

The  preceding  table  shows  in  detail  the  volui^ie  by  months  and  by  grains 
for  1933  and  the  average  monthly  volume  from  1921  to  1933,  inclusive.
